But not one of them, from the 
farmer's point of view, is more bene- 
ficial than the creamery. In this con- 
nection we desire to say that the Fred- 
erick creamery, owned and run by 
John Wilson, is complete and well 
equipped in every particular. He has 
a 10-horse power engine, with a 15-

directly from the shipping book. He 
started May 6, 1902, with a shipment 
of six tubs. On June 2d his shipment 
amounted to thirty-four tubs of but- 
ter, and on July 7th it reached the 
number of fifty. Now this was а 
good record for a new creamery in a 
new country. While Mr. Wilson runs 
an independent creamery, he has had 
strong competition from line compa- 
nies, they sometimes paying within 
2 cents of New York prices, while the 
actual expense of placing it in New 
York is 3 cents.
